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Belleville considers 
legal action against 
water authority

The City of Belleville is looking into 
legal options on the water line break on 
Oct. 7 that caused loss of water supply, a 
boil water alert, and repair costs to the city. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer said the city was looking 
into the cause of the water main break, 
but Building Official/DPW Chief Rick 
Rutherford said it is quite evident what 
caused the break. 

Rutherford said the line pressure usually 
is 65 to 73, but at 3 a.m. Sunday, Oct. 7, 
the pressure shot up to 97 pounds from the 
city’s water supplier. 

The city gets its water from the Great 
Lakes Water Authority. 

Councilman Tom Fielder thanked the 
crew members for their water line efforts 
and said he was impressed that it was 
solved in just 15 to 16 hours. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria, who was 
presiding at the meeting in the absence 
of Mayor Kerreen Conley, noted that 
Rutherford was able to fix the break 
without the cost of digging up East Huron 
River Drive and was able to work beneath 
the roadway. 

Rutherford said after an early-morning 
start, his crew got to go home by 8:30 p.m. 
on Sunday. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said Kim 
Tindall came into the office on Sunday 
and let all the television stations know 
about the water line break and boil water 
advisory and also put it on the city website. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said his family 
contacted all the restaurants in the city so 
they could be advised in advance that they 
would be losing water. 

“Most of the city had pressure when they 
should have been shut down,” Kollmeyer 


said.

Belleville planners approve site plan for new building on Main

A 4,800-square-foot, single-story, 
commercial building to be used for a 
possible restaurant, retail, or office space 
was approved by the Belleville Planning 
Commission for 310 Main Street. 

The site plan approval was unanimous at 
the commission’s Oct. 11 meeting. There 
were three stipulations: addition of a bike 
rack, moving the handicapped parking 
area closer to Third Street, and a band of 
colored block and an overhang on the back 
of the building to make it more attractive. 

Applicant was Harlan Davenport of 
Davenport Construction, which will 
construct the building. The property owner 
is Woodrow Sloan of Novi, who was not 
present at the meeting. 

Architect Wayde Hoppe, representing 
Davenport and Sloan, presented the plans 
for the building on lots 112 and 113 to 
the commission. The location is at the 
northwest corner of Main and Third, part 
of a large vacant area all owned by Sloan. 
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Hoppe said the 4,800-square-foot 
building will be able to be divided into 
one, two, or three units of 1,600-square- 
feet each. He said there will be 12 parking 
spaces in the back ending at the alley, 
along with delivery space and green space 
with new trees. 

He said they will request a new curb 
cut on Third Street. There will be three 
building entries on Main and three in the 
back. Hoppe said the building will be 
all brick and limestone, with glass and 
aluminum. He said the glass wraps around 
the corner of the building. 

The corner unit is designed to be a 
restaurant with café seating outside. He 
said a wall of glass could be pulled up and 
allow the restaurant to spill out onto the 
sidewalk or the people on the sidewalk to 
spill into the restaurant. 

Commissioner John Juriga asked if the 
tanks were gone from the previous gas 
station on the site. 

“It’s a closed site. Check with DEQ,” 
Davenport said. “I was one of the ones who 
pulled the tanks out and we trucked a few 
loads of contaminated soil. 

“Woody says he has paperwork proving 
it is a closed site,’ Davenport said. “All 
he has to do is produce it. I don’t want 
to mislead you. I just want to say Woody 


Sloan said it’s a closed site.” 

“If we run into anything, it will be taken 

care of,” Hoppe said of the site. 

Commissioner Juriga asked if the 
building will have quarried limestone and 
Hoppe said it would. Juriga asked him 
if he ever heard of “rising damp” when 
limestone pulls up the moisture from the 
ground which stains the surface. 

Hoppe said it has been used at Atchinson 
Ford, Quick Lane, Davenport Plaza and 
Davenport Suites and there have been no 
problems, so far. 

Commissioner Matt Wagner noted there 
was no bicycle parking. He read from 
ordinance 3-22 “parking for bicycles shall 
be provided.” 

Hoppe said he would have to cut the 
green space back to fit it into the tight 
parking area or he could put it behind the 
transformer. 

Then, the parking was discussed. Hoppe 
said he has a sufficient amount on site if 
all three spaces are offices, but it doesn’t 
have enough if one is a restaurant, which 
requires more parking. 

Commission Chairman Steve Jones said 
50% of the parking required can be on the 
street within a 500-foot circle from the site. 

Hoppe said all the signage will be wall

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Belleville Area District Library gets building budget back in line

The building committee, construction 
company, and architect worked together 
to cut from $250,000 to $300,000 from the 
construction budget of the new Belleville 
Area District Library. 

And, there is about $200,000 more that 
can be shifted from the “Owner’s Other 
Costs” budget to the construction budget, 
due to the savings the library saw from the 
premium it received when the bonds were 
sold. 

“Those two things got us to where we are 
now,” said board member Joy Cichewicz, 
chairman of the library’s building 
committee, noting the construction budget 
for the $10 million library is now back in 
line, after announcement in August of a 
possibility of being $500,000 over budget. 

“We have really whittled down the 
difference ... and can achieve the ends 
with a less severe cut,” said Sharon Peters, 
board chairwoman, at the board’s regular 
meeting on Oct. 9. 

“We have been able to save some of the 
things we wanted,” Peters continued. “We 
seem to be filling the shortfall.” 

She said it’s been fun and a lot of hard 
work and, “Some of the pain has started to 
subside.” 

Architect Dan Whisler said some of 
the reductions don’t affect the quality, 
longevity or life cycle of the building. 

Peters said have been a lot of hours spent 
on reducing the cost and a lot of hard work. 


Board member John Juriga said he had 
dinner with Kim Tindall, who works at city 
hall, and she told him the building permit is 
on the counter there and all the library has 
to do is pay $90,000 and pick it up. 

Whisler said Matt Ratzow of O’Neal 
Construction will pick it up and Peters said 
the library has its money to pay the City of 
Belleville. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
she is pleased to announce that the library 
has received an anonymous donation of 
$85,000 which the donor has earmarked 
for the addition of vegetative roofs. Such 
roofs were discussed during planning, but 
cut from the plans because of the cost. 

Whisler said that the majority of the 
concrete foundation has been put in, along 
with footings and they have been bringing 
the grade up inside the perimeter, then 
will dig out for the interior footing. Then 
there will be work on waterproofing and 
concrete block foundation walls. 

“The perimeter foundation seems to be 
going well and is complete,” Whisler said. 

“[’m amazed at the footprint,” Juriga 
said. “Now you can tell the size.” 

Whisler pointed out you can see the 
elevator pit and Mary Jane Dawson noted 
you can see the entrance, as well. 

Whisler said there have been shop 
drawings for fabrication of the steel and 
a rolling kind of process. He said steel is 
slated to be on site Nov. 19, but not all of it 
will come at one time because there is no 
place to store it. 


He said the west half of the first floor, 
along Roys Street, will get the beams first 
and the second phase will be the second 
floor there. Then, phase three is the east 
half of the first floor, followed by the east 
half of the second floor. 

“There’s not a lot of places to store it, so 
the crane will be on site and the steel beams 
will be erected as they are delivered,” 
Whisler said. 

He said the waterproofing and the masons 
will do their work before the steel is set. 
Also, the perimeter wall and two stair 
towers will be in place before the steel is 
erected. 

Cichewicz said Whisler has been looking 
at the library’s part of renovations to the 
Sumpter building for a library facility. 
Peters added that the library’s attorney has 
been working with the Sumpter attorney on 
the lease for the hexagon building. 

“We refined our budget based on what 
they said,’ Whisler said, referring to 
Sumpter’s engineers. “We need to fine- 
tune our budget. We had gone line item by 
item. We need another meeting.” 

“I don’t think we sacrificed quality at 
all,” Cichewicz said. “It was aesthetics and 
now we can proceed.” 

The library facility in Sumpter was 
originally scheduled to open in October, 
but that has been delayed. 

In a related subject, Peters said the Art 
Committee/Ad Hoc Funds has met twice 
since the board’s last meeting and it is 
making some progress with a Capital 


Project Fund. 

Peters said they went to the Rotary’s 
Cozadd Foundation meeting and got a 
check for $50,000 and an anonymous 
donor gave money for a vegetative roof. 
The Friends group is committing funds and 
the Jahr family is donating. She said all this 
adds up to $180,000. 

“We are continuing to seek private funds 
and we are planning an event,” Peters said, 
noting it will be held before the cornerstone 
is laid. 

The Legacy @ Your Library event will be 
held Thursday, Nov. 15, at Wayne County 
Community College, with a social time 
starting at 6 p.m. 

She said they will ask for contributions. 
Donors can get names for rooms, computer 
stations, trees, benches. 

The larger donations can be for whole 
areas of the library. There are set prices set 
on square footage. 

She said they showed a virtual tour of the 
new library last year at the Friends of the 
Library meeting and they also will give the 
virtual tour at the Legacy meeting at about 
7 p.m. Peters noted the virtual tour is “quite 
amazing.” 

She said at the gathering donors will be 
acknowledged. 

“We will send invitations and extend 
invitations to the public interested in 
donating,” Peters said. She said there will 
be a donor wall in the library. 

“We want the community to be involved,

VBT approves 2019 
budget, 5-2, with 
salary fireworks 


The amended 2018 budget and proposed 
2019 budget were approved on a 5-2 vote of 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
at Tuesday’s regular meeting of the board. 

But, the approval came with fireworks, 
mainly because of the raises given to special 
employees. Trustee Sherry Frazier, one 
of the no votes, said the board was never 
consulted about paying some employees 
more than the 2% agreed upon. 

“We're giving ten raises above the 2% 
everyone else got. That’s $60,000 extra,” 
she said. Trustee Frazier said some part- 
time people are making $10.40 an hour, 
“and even Amazon went to $15.” 

She said the $14,750 raise to Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara’s executive assistant 
Dan Selman, “in one fell swoop” was given 
because McNamara said it would make him 
equivalent to other communities for that 
position. 

Frazier said Selman has almost two years 
of experience — all at VBT — and is doing 
an excellent job, but she has trouble telling 
residents she okayed a $14,750 raise for one 
person. She said she offered a compromise 
of giving smaller raises over several years, 
but was rebuffed. 

Frazier said five people also were getting 
$5,000 raises each. That’s when Treasurer 
Budd called a point of order to shut down 
her remarks and the vote was taken. Trustee 
Paul White also voted no on the budgets, for 
the salaries and other reasons. (Complete 
story next week.)

When Police Chief Hal Berriman 
walked into Monday night’s meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, he informed me 
that I had just missed a good picture. 

He explained that a boat had fallen off its 
trailer at Five Points intersection, blocking 
traffic for a while. He said a lynch pin 
apparently hadn’t been fastened. 

Chief Berriman reported the boat didn’t 
hit any other vehicle in its mishap.

Sumpter Township Public Safety 
Director/Police Chief Eric Luke explained 
some of the details of the change in timing 
of the light at Sumpter and Bemis roads 
that allows the traffic heading to Keystone 
Academy before and after school to flow 
more smoothly. 

He said the green lights are normally 16 
seconds for Bemis, east and west, and 32 
seconds for Sumpter, north and south. Now, 
Monday through Friday, from 7:40 to 8:10 
a.m. and from 3:15 to 3:45 p.m., the green 
light for Bemis is increased by 10 seconds, 
to 26 seconds. The green light for Sumpter 
traffic never changes, staying at a constant 
32 seconds. 

“My observation is that the timing change 
has completely erased the Bemis backups 
due to Keystone traffic in the a.m. and 
p-m.,” Director Luke said. 

Sumpter activist Mary Ban had been 
asking for a turn signal at that corner to 
ease the traffic flow to Keystone, but the 
traffic wasn’t enough to warrant that under 
Wayne County rules. 

But, it took just four days for the county 
to come out and change the timing, Luke 


reported. 
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At Monday’s city council meeting, Fire 
Chief Brian Loranger asked what a person 
would do if he was parked along Main Street 
the morning of Dec. 1 and wanted to pull 
out while the Jingle Bell Run participants 
were running on the closed street. 

“He can’t,” replied City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer. 

This was in response to the information 
that they would just close the street without 
removing parked cars, since the run up and 
down the street to Five Points and back 
wouldn’t taken long. 

The updated route will start at High Street 
(also closed for the event) and then head up 
a closed Main Street to Five Points where 
runners will turn around and head back past 
High Street and to the Denton Road Bridge 
and the usual route. 

Police Chief Berriman said he will have 
Reserves out that day and some can be 
positioned at Five Points to divert traffic 
until the runners are done with that part of 
the route.

When they were talking about the SMART 
grant each municipality gets, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees started talking 
about transportation in this area. This was 
at Monday afternoon’s work/study session. 

They asked Supervisor McNamara to look 
into joining in on the SMART bus route 
and how much that would cost residents. 
Trustee Sherry Frazier said buses were 
the only thing that would work here since 


there are no trains or other transportation 
to service people. She suggested finding 
out how many would use buses to get to 
Detroit. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said there would 
have to be a vote of the people and 
McNamara said it 
would be a mill or a 
mill and a half to be 
part of the SMART bus 
route and he’s not sure 
how much service that 
would bring. 

McNamara said it’s 
really hard for those 
who have a $12-an-hour job in Detroit to 
afford to drive back and forth to work, what 
with the cost of fuel and parking. 

Frazier and Trustee Paul White thought 
maybe carpooling would be a good idea 
if a place could be set up to leave parked 
vehicles, like they do in Washtenaw County. 

White suggested people could sort of hitch 
hike by standing at the corner of Savage 
and Haggerty roads in the early morning 
when cars from all the subdivisions along 
Savage have to stop before they head north 
to I-94. He said the rider could offer to pay 
for the gas. 

Of course, they said that wouldn’t be a 
good thing to do, but maybe something can 
be done to help people with transportation 
in the township.

Greetings, 2018 Electors: 

Vote the end of your ballot first! Election 
2018 voting will be more challenging than 
usual! Straight Party voting is not an option 
this Election 2018 in Michigan. Voters 
will have to know who their candidates 
are and ensure they cast their vote for the 
candidates of their choice, up and down the 
ballot. 

In addition to electing the candidates, 
there are three ballot initiatives on the 
ballot to decide. Proposal 1 is on the 
legalization of marijuana, Proposal 2 
(“Voters not Politicians”) is the initiative 
to end gerrymandering and Proposal 3 
(“Promote the Vote”) will allow for same 
day voter registration and no excuse 
absentee voting. 

To be well prepared, obtain a sample 
ballot from your clerk’s office (or on-line 
at https://webapps.sos.state.mi.us/MVIC/ 
) and review it ahead of time. Use your 
candidate cheat sheet when you vote to 
ensure you get the right candidates marked. 
If you vote the end of the ballot first, you 
can concentrate on the ballot initiatives 
and judges then mark your ballot for the 
other candidates you wish to elect. This 
will help insure you vote the entire ballot. 
The Supreme Court Justices and Judges are 
non-partisan but very important elections -- 
the decisions they make have the potential 
to affect our everyday lives! 

If you are a registered voter 60 years 
or older, or expect to be away from your 
home community on Election Day, or are 
unable to vote without assistance at the 
polls, or are unable to attend the polls due 
to religious reasons, or are incarcerated 
awaiting arraignment or trial, you are 
eligible to vote by Absentee Ballot. Visit 
your local City or Township Clerk’s office 
to apply for and receive an Absentee 
Ballot. The deadline for returning Absentee 
Ballots to your clerk’s office is the close of 
the polls (8 p.m.)

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Sumpter Township gets mixed messages on training of deputy

Sumpter Township Treasurer Peggy 
Morgan thought things were worked out 
for further training of her new deputy 
treasurer, but at the regular meeting of the 
township board on Oct. 9 she was surprised 
when Financial Director Scott Holtz said 
there had been a last-minute change of 
plans. 

Holtz began his report to the board, “I 
would like board support for helping out 
and training in the treasurer’s department.” 

He said it would cost $165 an hour and 
$1,400 to $2,000 for the month to have a 
professional from the auditor’s office to 
come in and do some of his job. 

Holtz had been helping out in the 
treasurer’s department to get things 
running smoothly after abrupt changes in 
deputy treasurers. He said when he goes 
back to work in his department in October, 
the deputy treasurer Vernon Morse still 
needs to be trained on bank transfers and 
disbursements. 

“Or,” he continued. “We could have 
Karen Armatis go in and work with Vern 

.. Fences would need to be mended. I’d 
rather have the board make that decision.” 
He referred to Deputy Supervisor Armatis 
who worked as deputy in the treasurer’s 
office for many years while Supervisor 
John Morgan was treasurer. When he was 
appointed supervisor, she did two jobs, 
as deputy for both the supervisor and the 
new treasurer. Then, she went to a deputy 
assignment for just the supervisor. 

Treasurer Morgan was not in favor of 
having Armatis in her office. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said the board can’t 
place people in the treasurer’s office. 

“This is a change from when we spoke?” 
Treasurer Morgan asked Holtz in surprise. 

“Yes,” he said. “We had a plan and the 
plan changed. I don’t want to spend the 
money, but it still is going to cost money. 
It’s easier to train within the office...” 

Clerk Esther Hurst said if Holtz goes into 
the treasurer’s office it will cost money for 
Cari Ford to come in and do the work in 
Holtz’s office. She said they are already 
paying Armatis and she could do the 
training without further expense.

Supervisor Morgan directed, “Sit down.” 

“The board would have to approve the 
expenditure,” Trustee Oddy warned. 

“IJt needs to be discussed,” Treasurer 
Morgan insisted. 

Trustee Sheena Barnes said the board 
approved expenditures when the air 
conditioning went down in an emergency 
process by email or phone call. 

“That’s not allowed under the Open 
Meetings Act,” the Independent stated and 
Supervisor Morgan called the Independent 
out of order. 

Later, Trustee Oddy explained that board 
members were alerted to the problem by 
email and then approved the expenditure 
in a regular meeting.

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Keystone Academy board voice concerns over test scores 


By Rosemary K. Otzman

At its regular meeting on Oct. 11, the 
Keystone Academy school board members 
voiced concerns over the recently released 
M-Step state test scores in math and 
English Language Arts. 

Board president Vesta Losen, who 
was not present for the meeting, sent her 
concern with the scores, as well. 

Principal Keturah Godfrey said as the 
demographics change, the scores are 
affected. 

Losen had sent word that her belief is 
that the students come to Keystone already 
behind and if a student stays there three 
years, the student is proficient. 

Godfrey said the district now is qualified 
to have free lunches for all students because 
of the changing demographics. 

Godfrey said the school also is facing a 


teacher shortage. She said it is throughout 
Michigan and not just their district. The 
district is fully staffed, she said. 

She said it was a shock to her to have 
one red number on the report of scores 
from National Heritage Academies, which 
operates the school. Keystone numbers 
usually are all coded green, she said. 

She referred to the third graders scoring 
4% below the 46% statewide score on 
math. Keystone’s score of 41% proficiency, 
however, was higher than Van Buren 
Public Schools score of 32% and Lincoln 
Consolidated Schools score of 38%. 

Keystone outscored Van Buren and 
Lincoln in all the other categories, as well, 
on the chart supplied by NHA. Average 
Keystone proficiency scores for grades 3-8 
were 51%, compared to Van Buren’s 25%, 
Lincoln’s 25%, and the state’s 38%. 

Godfrey explained the interventions in

mounted and they will apply for signs later 
for each tenant. He said no tenants are yet 
signed for the units. 

“Would the city entertain diagonal 
parking along Third?” Hoppe asked. “It’s 
wider than regular secondary streets.” 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said that 
would be a “city council call.” 

Davenport said the city could put a parking 
lot at the corner of Main and Third, next to 
the Chamber of Commerce building, but 
Kollmeyer said the city does not own that 
lot. It is privately owned, she said. 

Davenport said Sloan will develop his 
other two lots adjoining the planned 
building on the corner once this is 
successful. The two new buildings will be 
built onto the wall of the previous building. 

Commissioner Juriga asked if the city 
had a liquor license available because 
that would be necessary for a successful 
restaurant. 

Carol Thompson, Coordinator of the 
Belleville © Downtown Development 
Authority, said they have determined there 
is a liquor license from the former party 
store next to city hall that was acquired 
by the city. That license was for “not on- 
premise consumption” and Thompson said 
maybe LARA could make a deal. No other 
licenses are available in the city. 

Hoppe said they don’t know what will be 
in the building, so talk of a liquor license 
is premature. 

Hoppe said the large trees on the vacant 
lot are not a part of this project, but would 
have to be removed for the next phase. 

Hoppe said the building is single story 
with 14-foot ceilings part way into the 
building. He said it is 25-feet tall in the 
front. 

Commissioner Juriga asked about snow 
removal. 

Hoppe said it would have to be trucked 
away because there is not room to store 
it. It’s like the Davenport Suites, he said. 
He said the people involved have a lot of 
trucks, so it’s not a problem. 

Hoppe said he could put in a bollard for a 
bicycle rack to solve that problem. 

After the decision was made to approve, 
Commission Chairman Jones suggested 
that Davenport get a Brew Pub for the 


building. He said Romulus recently got a 
Brew Pub. 
Downtown Walkaround results 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 
43-minute meeting, the commission heard 
a presentation by Thompson on the results 
of the Planning Commission and DDA 
Downtown Walkaround. 

She said 68 surveys were turned in and 
they generally reviewed most of Main 
Street. She said there were a lot of positive 
comments. She said the city looks good 
and the businesses look open for business. 

She said it was noted there are not a lot of 
evening and weekend hours for businesses, 
but that has been changing over the last 
five years. Thompson said there is only a 
handful of vacancies, except for the 500 
block which has a big block of vacancies. 

While talking about things that need 
to be cleaned up, Commissioner Randy 
Priest said the city could clean up the 
building next to it that it just acquired. City 
Manager Kollmeyer said she needs a deed 
for the property before they do anything. 
She said she got an emailed deed, but the 
official deed is yet to arrive. 

Thompson presented a copy of the letter 
being sent to businesses with a report on 
the results of the “Belleville Walk Thru.” It 
suggests business owners walk across the 
street and look back at their own property 
to see if there is anything that should be 
done to improve it. The DDA Facade 
Improvement Program is available to help 
commercial property owners with a part 
loan, part grant available for up to $10,000. 

Mansard roofs 

Building Official Rick Rutherford was 
not at the Oct. 11 meeting, but he sent a 
request for the planning commission to 
clarify some language of the current Sign 
Ordinance. 

Rutherford said the owner of Crafted 
Modern Handmade is preparing her new 
location at 381 Main St. and is interested 
in putting a sign on the roof as well as 
keeping the old Belle’s sign on the ground 
with a changed face. 

He said she has yet to make an official 
request, but he wants this clarified in case 
she does.

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the sign on a mansard roof is prohibited, 
or not. 

After much discussion, and looking up 
the definition of “mansard” on the internet, 
the commission decided to ask planner 
Giffels Webster, who wrote the ordinance, 
to clarify the situation. 

Subcommittee report

Hawkins gave a report on the one 
subcommittee meeting held on B-2 Zoning.

gather information defining the job of LDFA 
secretary and recording secretary and present 
it at the next meeting, Nov. 14. Delaney said 
the LDFA is at a disadvantage because it 
doesn’t have confidential minutes or notes 
about what happened between 2004 and 
2008 between the LDFA and Visteon. Peters 
said if Delaney kept copious, private notes 
that would put him in a position as a witness 
who could be deposed and the information 
used against the township. McNamara will 
ask township attorney McCauley for an 
opinion and Delaney will check with the 
state.

Delaney had put the special 
event together and cut back trees so the sign 
could be seen. He said next year they’ll do 
better to get the announcement out about the 
event. He said it showcased the cooperation

in the library,” she said. 

“The footprint is impressive,” said Juriga, 
adding that people will be interested in 
donating because they can see the library 
being built. 

Peters said if possible donors can’t come 
on the 15th, they can still work with them. 

“I feel we’re offering something 
important,” Peters said. 

She said people can write checks anytime 
made out to the library, with Capital Project 
Fund on the memo line.
